Russia beigan her epidemic of revolu- 
tions. < 
, Tiie ed.ucational system . In Russia 
lias - grbwn' up Jlp'iind ai V part ',of a 
social revolution. From 1021 to 1928 
the revolution was quiescent and pro- 
duced a. particiilar typo 'of govern- 
ment known as tho Soviet govern- 
ment. The basic feature of this re- 
gime is the dictatorship of tho Prole- 
tariat and a closer analysis of this 
form of government siyoyrs that It has 
established a one-partjr. system. ' 
EducailiiV Controlled 

The educational system in Russia is 
controlled by tho party and Is essen- 
tially ■ a part of. tho ' revolutionary 
structure. It is entirolyj.undçr state- 
management and is utterly ; 'divorced 
from the Church -and private control. 
Education is the organ for the state 
propagation 'of Communism and Is 
moro^ effective than thjit found Ih 
othfesystenis. In a iiolitlcal crisis- this 
system has been very effective in ral- 
lyjng .older and younger, people to the' 
support of political progrrams ad- 
.vanced' by the state. 

Science In Russia has been subor- 
dinated to a. party plaji. and all teach- 
ers of the social sciences must.,, bo 
Jtarxlsts. In 1921, the.InsUtut^^^d 
Professors 'was ostablïsheaWC^tmin 
teachers in tho social sciences,; 90 per- 
cent of whom must come from' the 
working class. Schools are organised^ 
on a definite .'class-basis,';^ as 'for exr 
ample, schools for- the ohildreri of 
workmen and schools for the children

Igor .Stravlnsk};, ' considered by many the very 
8oti^|>tiËBiiw^Mnu^^ has written an Opera, 
wmeP|ffi^|P^Soeml|^^ In Warsaw, called 

bsdipiis Tyrannus. The title is enough to awake 
familiar recollections In the mind of any student 
of Greek, or the most cursory reader of Freud, the 
much discussed. 

The Oedipus Tyrannus'' is ono of a Sophodean 
trilogj-, which few would think' to find among tlie 
light reading of Mr. Stravinsky and like the Agà 
niemnon, is essentially Greek In feeling; yet it has 
become a modern opera. It: Is not Euripides, the 
most modern, as he has tfMn considered, of the 
Greek dramatists, who Is adopted by the Moderns, 
but the mem who were altogether of their age. 

Apart from these Instances, which are, after 
all adaptations of the .classical IJrama to modern 
requirements, Hiere are cases of siiccessfuj, presen- 
tation. ,of~ real Greek drama: I might quote tho 
Greek play which is performed by; an English 
School every three yeirs; In ii Greek thwitre, tho 
recent production at SoatUe of 'ih^' Bacehae, and 
the classical productions of tho "local theatres in 
Oxford aind Cambridge.

In Buffalo I had tho pleasure of attending a 
veiy unique meeting. Unique, I say, because It 
was called at a moment's notice, and called under 
very difficult circumstances. I refer to -tlie Chinese 
and Japanese delegation meeting to discuss the 
Manchurian situation. Ciilna and Japan, as you 
know, were in thb state of war for tho last few 
montlis. although war has not yet been formally 
declared between the two countries. Such was the 
state of affair existed between China and Japan 
when the meeting wa,s called, and that, under such, 
conditions, two groups of peoples of extremely di- 
verging point of view could come together to dis- 
cuss the matter In a friendly way is really a very 
rare and unique occurrence. 

First of all, I must tell you how this msetlng 
came about. There were about thirty-five Chinese 
and about twenty-five Japanese delegates attend- 
ing the Buffalo Convention. The idea of this pan- 
Aslastlo meeting originated In tho Chinese camp. 
A note was sent over to the Japanese Delegation 
to the effect, that,, under the name 'of Christlanify, 
the Chinese and Japanese delegates should get to- 
gether to talk over the Manchurian situation. At 
first, our Japanese' friends were not so enthusiastic 
about it; their lack of enthuslaim was probably 
clue to tho fact that: they , were greatly outnumbered 
by the 'Chinese. Theyt claimed that such a meeting 
would only result In misunderstanding and .prob- 
ably end in a figlit. However, a note of assurance 
from tho Chinese headquarters stated that tlie 
meeting would be in 'thé natur^^i[;|«3j peace con- 
ference and tiiat there would be no ^ demonstration 
of physical strength, ' and our Japanese friends 
finally .consented to participate. 

Dr. T. Z. Koo, who -recently visited Manohuria, 
Avas invited to g(yc us full 'détails of the nature 
and extent of the Japanese occupation, and an 
American Chairman was also selected for the meet- 
ing. 

Before the meeting was underway, Professor 
Hsu, of Columbia University, reminded the dele- 
gates that wo must .conduct tho meeting in a peace- 
ful' manner and we mtist view the Whole situation 
with a Christian attliudo 'and j^J^^liimlnd.: He 
further added that 'if "'a grou^i^tPOmrlese and 
Japanese Christian students cannot come together 
to discuss this matter In a peaceful manner we can 
hardly expect the' hot-headed pollUclan's In Japan 
and In China to come togetl^er and evotva a' satis 
factory settlement of the situation. Thor« was a 
general indication among tlio delegates that Pro- 
fessor Hsu's timely advice would be the guiding 
principle of tho discussion. 

The main discussion was centred in four Im 
portant topics: (1) TiVo' history and status of Man 
churla. (2) The Japanb8|^ccupatloni,o|^anoliurla. 
(Î) The League of' N^^I'In^^onSecHwi^^wlth the 
aianchurlan question. ^(4^ Premier Tanaka's so- 
callod positivo-policyr'ttfyartlceliina and Manchuria 

A sreat deal of tune •was devoted to tlie dis- 
cussion of the history and' status of Manchuria. 
Manchuria has been th^^fomeiand of several ruling 
j^uses of China, The Liko Dynasty in tho begin- 
^riltig of the tenth oonlOry, ruled part of the Chlhil 
province. In 1115 and 1044 the Chin and Manchu 
Dynasties, were established vespecttvely by the 
same people. The latter ended in 1911. The first 
diplomatic contact was with Russia i nj^jj^j^jl h 
century. A treaty wai' signJd"^ollowed 
flning the boundary between the twb'^Si^^s. 
Japan's keen interest \ti Manchuria started only in 
tho last century. Between Russia,' seoklni? an ice 
free outlet to tho sea, and Japan, dreaming .of 
^economic and military expansion, friction' inevitably 
resulted. With diplomatic J^ducement, Japan suc- 
ceeded In 1805 in obtàihing , Fengtlen, one of the 
provinces in Manchuria. Tlils was detrimental to 
Russia's Interest. It was bélieved then that tiie Ice 
free port 6f Russia ,was to bà built on tho coast of 
this province. With .the help of France and 
Germany, Russia thi'catoned Japan and forced her 
to rétrocède the land to China.

"Corise- 
quently the terms 'ffnaiiy reached, as far as tho 
Manchurian question is concerned, was greatly in 
favàr of China, Russian troops w'éro to evacuate 
Manchuria^ within eight months'. Russia refused 
to evacuate her. troops. The result 'wm the Rukso-^

on Chln^apwB^Bnfiia, thougii adhilttedly neutral, 
was made ^Uie , principal loser. Japan demanded 
the leàae of Perth '"Arthur and Dairén.

Sketches Difficulties, 

G. M. Carlyle next sketched the 
difficulties facing Indian Dominion 
states under their general heads.' He 
enumerated, them as religion, already 
discussed; languages, oC which there 
are over twO' hundred; the caste sye- 
tem, a virtually Insurihountable ob- 
stacle; th<i! problem Of national de- 
fense from Russia, Tibet, and Af- 
ghanistan on the north; the danger 
of civil war among the native prin- 
ces, and the Improbability of their 
acceptance of a central government 
that would necessarily deprive tiiem 
of their power; and finally, the pos- 
sibility that tho Niftlonalist Party, 
If given authority, would sever all 
economic : connection with England. 

The speaker considered Gandhi a 
visionary , and an. Idealist, who, al- 
though .^^d6^ndln^h^amplet« inde-| 
pendenc^^oP'nïï''S?OOTSry, had yet 
presented no method for overcoming 
India's - difficulties. He questioned, 
how much authority < Gandhi actually 
possessed , among the Nationalists, 
and whether he would not be ignored 
In the event that the Nationalists 
sained power. .

E. I. Kellpway then read a para- 
graph fr^^ile^report of the Indian 
Round •Ta,i)ie Conference, In which 
an Indian Prince gave his reasons 
for^ilevlng that a common respon- 
sibility would put an end to religi- 
ous riots.
